Winnie Anspach failed to materialize 
and testify against the cruelty of her 
husband, George Anspach, a full ac- 
count of whose conduct appeared in 
yesterday's NEWS. The mayor at once 
issued a subpoena for her, but when 
an officer visited at the Anspach home 
no Winnie was there, and as a conse- 
quence the trial was postponed until 
the wife can be located.

Chicago's 
naval 
re- 


reserves passed through the eitv over 
the P. F. W. & C., enroute from New 
York to the Windy City, and quite a 
concourse of the city's patriots were at 
the station to give three cheers for the 
boys in blue as they journeyed home, 
and to wish them God-speed. 


It is true that there was but a com- 


parative handful of people at the de- 
pot, but if it had been generally known 
that these young men, many of whom 
participated in the naval conflict of 
Santiago and in all of the notable bat- 
tles on water, the crowd would have 
been stupendous. 


The complement of sailors were 


divided in two sections. 
The first 


section pulled under the station sheds 
at 7:30 o'clock, and consisted of ten 
coaches. 
It was in charge of Lieut, 


commander Hawley, who occupied the 
rear coach. 
The long train was pack- 


ed with the sailor lads, similar to the 
proverbial sardines in a box, to the 
number of obuut 500. 
The coaches 


were gaily decorated with the stars 
and stripes, and at each window the 
blue sailor headgear, under which 
beamed the sun burned, bewhiskered 
but smiling face of the wearer, was 
conspicuous. Many of the handsome," 
sturdy heroes alighted and circulated 
among the knot of Limaites assem- 
bled. They all seemed joyful and not 
the least bit unpleasant, and answered 
the volley of questions put by the 
curious without a murmur of disgust.

The second section-arrived at 9:30. 


The news of their coming had by this 
time spread over the city and the 
crowd present at the station was there- 
fore augmented quite materially. This 
division was not as large as the first, 
but the train was more handsomely 
decorated. 
Flags were conspicuous 


everywhere. 
The coaches were one 


grand panorama of the- star-spangled 
banners, and moved from the win- 
dows oil the cars as the train pulled 
into the station defiantly. On either 
side of the coaches were great stream- 
ers, bearing the following inscriptions: 
"Qnincy is little, but Oh my!" 
"The 


Illinois Reserves are strictly on top 
"The Girl I Left Behind Mc,:! "Going 
home to mother," etc. The joy of the 
marines was unbounded, for they were 
indeed going home to mother and to 
their sweethearts, too. 


As in the first section the lieutenant- 


comniatider was in the rear coach. He 
was Mr. Warren, the brave young man 
who fought so bravely at Key West. 
When a representative of THE NEWS 
came into the car and made his iden- 
tity known, the young naval cotn- 
immder arose from his comfortable 
rocker and extended his hand. He 
said he always treated the newspaper 
men well because they had always 
treated him so, and he talked interest- 
ingly. In part he said: 


"We left New York yesterday at

Ill uinksng the experiment of reviv- 


ing the industry of hunting sea ele- 
phant* for th*ir" oii, Mr. Richard T. 
Green, of Boston, Mass., has met with 
reuiarkabJe sueoeas. The bark Swal- 
low, Captain Cleveland, which sailed 
froui Boston on August 26 last, ar- 
rived at X«w Bedford a tew days ago 
with 1800 barrels of sea «1«pUs&t oil, 
valued at abont $25,000. Most of the 
oil will probably be exported to France. 
Little attention has been paid to sea 
elephant hunting of late years, as the 
animals had been almost exterminated 
by New London whalemen, but when 
the schooner arrived at New Bedford 
last year with a few barrels of sea ele- 
phant oil Mr. Green decided to trr to 
revive the industry. 


The cruise of the Swallow was made 


to Kergnelen, better known as Deso- 
lation Island, in the South Atlantic! 
Ocean. Exactly'116 days out from 
Boston, the Swallow dropped anchor 
in Sprightly Harbor, at the south side 
of Desolation Island. The shores are 
rocky and forbidding, and the atmos- 
pheric conditions we of the most un- 
pleasant character. The island is ro- 
mar table for the number of sea ele- 
phants found there. In appearance, 
they somewhat resemble the seal. 
•They are never found in northern wa- 
ters. A characteristic of these animals 
is their habit of beaching themselves 
in groups, 200 or mor«~ being often 
found in what whalemen caii a pod, 


Immediately after dropping anchor 


the crew of the Swallow were ordered 
to begin what became a daily occupa- 
tion. This was' to land on shore in ten- 
ders and proceed to the pods of sea 
elephant, shooting them with Win- 
chester rifles or lancing them. The 
animals do not exhibit a very great 
disposition to escape, and are, conse- 
quently, easily killed in abundance. 
They are skinned on the spot, and 
blubber from one to three inches in 
thickness is cut into chunks about two 
feet square. The blubber ia then, 
floated in the water to soak out the 
blood, after which it is taken to the 
ship, where it is tried oat, making a 
very clear? oil. 


For just three months the bark lay 


at anchor. Daring that time enough 
oil was taken to fill 1800 barrels, her 
hold being completely filled, fore and 
aft, and many barrels being stowed on 
•leek.

at Kipp, Montana, 
our trading post 
on the upper Mis- 
souri. 
The In- 


dians were far ont 


on the prairie, camping with the bnf- 
lalo and securing the thin, light sum- 
mer skins with which to ir.ake new 
lodges, moccasins, and various other 
things. It was hot in the river valley; 
pot a breath of wind stirred the toli- 
»ga of the 
cotton-woods, and we 


wandered from one place to another 
jrying to find the coolest nook. There 
•ras nothing to do to pass the tiiae es- 
pept sleep and eat and count the daya 
(hat must pass ere the cold weather 
•sconld drive the Indians back to the 
river and trade would begin again. I 
yits not a little pleased, then, when 
one day a runner from the Blood In- 
dian camp brought word that the chief 
flesired a wagonload of trade goods 
pent out to them, and the head trader 
ordered me to go, selecting as my as- 
sistant a French half-breed employe 
named Archie, a trusty maa and a 


i cheerful companion. 
Long before 


. poonwe loaded a heavy wagon with 
t pngar, coffee, tobacco aud cartridges 
I hitched on four good horses nnd be 
I gaix to pull np tha long, steep hil 


Jwhieh wound up through the pines to 
the prairies, several miles from tlu 
fiver. 
At last we reached the level o 


'the rolling table land, and how pleas 
»nt it was to feel the cool prairie 
'breeze in our faces and to gaze upoi 
Jhe endless expanse of plains aud 
'mountains about us! Southward th 
snowy mountains loomed up as dis 
itinct and clear cut as if they \vere bu 
a mile or two away, yet they wer 
nearly fifty. Off to the east and south 
'east numberless flat-topped aud pine 
, «lad buttes rose from the plaiu as fa 
| «s we conld see, and everywhere wa 
|"'ihe bright sunlit prairies, the clea 


blue sky, and the cooling wind. 
'! Our horses were fresk aud wa mad 
;gootl time under Archie's skilful dm 
ring, reaching big Crooked Creei 
^twenty miles or more from the river 
Hong before dark. While Archie care 
Jor the horses I went up the creek 
Jit-tie way with my rifle and secured 
"tat antelope from a bunch vrhioh wa 


sooting in iu the water. We soon bui 


fire of buffalo chips and had a hear) 
.eal of liver, hard bread and tea. 
The country we were in was infestet 


,y war parties of hostile Indians, 
[specially the Sioux, and-we knew we 
vero running a Rood chance of losing 
)iir scalps by camping there. 
So as 


ioon as supper was over we pat-out 
he fire, aud carrying our bedding 
jme distance away, lay down for the 
light, not omitting to coil a hair rope 
tfouud the robes to word off any stray i 
•attlesnakes which might come along. ' 
lome time in the night afemail herd of 
puffalo came along aud got quite close 


>f,o us before they had our wind; then 
ijthey ran off, snorting anil pounding 
lihs prairie like thunder with their 
Ibeavy hoofs; but our horses were used 
|to them and did not stampede, as we 
"Teared they might. 


About 10 o'clock the nest day we 


iame in sight of the Bload camp, which 
ras strung up and down a little stream 
rbose head is in the Snowy Mountains, 
ilmost every family had a new lodge, 
,nd very white and neat they looked | 
in the clear sunlight. 
Game of all ' 


;iads was evidently verypleuty iu the. 
•ioinity, for about every lodge hnng 
loag lines of drying meat, aud the 
;round was covered with the skins of 
inffalo, elk, antelope and deer, pegged 


8».ut to dry. 
We drove at ouce to the 


Chief's lodge, nud he greeted us very i 
fkittdly, ordered his wivfcs—he had "five | 
|_to unload our wagon aud stow the j 
Igoods inside the lodge, and made us 
geit with him and smoke and eat and 
iexobange the news. But we were not 
[ito rest very long; the camp was short 
|pf cartridges acd tobacco, and soon 


had the lodge surrounded with 


-ien anxious to trade. 
Antelope and 


leer skins were quoted at forty cents j 
.pound that season, or about a dollar 
iach, and elk hides were worth ns 
attoh again. 
For the former we paid 


light Cartridges, and for the latter 
;welve, at a cost of sixteen or twenty- 
Jour cents; and tobacco, tea, sugar and 
Bother things we disposed of at a like 
ratio. But the Indians were well stt- 
ll'isfied, and returned to their lodges I 
•with their-little purchases rejoicing. 


Our host, Chief Pe-nuk-wi-iin, was 


one of the jolliest old Indians I ever 
knew. He was very portly, nud had 
long since given up the chase, but he 
could well afford to do so, for he 
had several hundred head of horses, 
which he had.no difficulty in lending 
to poor young men for iialf the spoils 
of the chase, nnd one or two young 
orphan boya lived with him aud cared 
for them for their board and clothes. 
His five wives toiled unceasingly to 
tan and dry the robes aud hides which 
wore constantly being brought in. 
Yet they had a comparatively easy 
time, for they did not work very long 
hours, they rested when they pleased, 
and they were contented, for they 
k«aw that the lot of women was to 
toil and to servo their lord and mas- 
ter. While there was no open jealousy 
nmong them, they vied with one an- 
other in their attentions to the chief, 
nud he in turn seemed to regard them 
all with equal favor. 
The head, or 


oldest, wife was iu a measure th< 
overseer of the others and direotei 
their work, and her place in the lodge 


W hv the «i<K**h*r fcuslund 


right hand. Yet this appar- 


ntly gave her no advantage over 
leui iu any respect. 
As the snu went down all work 
ased. 
Tlio fcntttt-is returned trout 


« chase, feasts were called ont here 
nd there, ami the camp was filled 
ith songfltul langhter. 
Among the 


ouuger people dances and games of 
liance were iu order, while the older 
nes smoked and told stories of war, 
ic chase, or recounted the wonderful 
oings of the god*. 
Every evening 


lie head men of the tribe, the noted 
varriors, medicine men and sages 
athcred in Pe-nuk-wi-iai's lodge.aud 
was always interested iu listening to 
heir tales, and so was Archie, so long 
s the story was of the chase or war. 
Jut when they talked of religion, ol 
he power and greatness of their gods, 
\rehie would become impatient, for, 
ike all the halfbreeds of French de 
scent, he was a strict Catholic, anc 
>ad no faith in their heathen ways 
;t was amusing to hear him argue 
with them as to the relative strengtl 
of their gods and his, and I cannot sa; 
hat he ever got the better of the ar 
rument. 
One evening Archie, with 


jreat pains and detail told about Dan 
,el in the lion's den, and when he ha: 
inished a tall, brawny warrior re 
marked that the beasts had probabl 
just eaten a hearty meal and were too 
lazy to mova. 


"I myself," he said, "single handed 


and with only a knife, once crawledr 
into a bear's den I found. 
I prayed 


to the Sun to aid me, and -when I saw 
the bears I stabbed with all my might.' 
There were three iu the den, and I 
killed them all. 
That's more than 


your man did, for by your own account 
it would seem ho was afraid to fight."' 


"Very early one morning it was re- 


ported" that a large herd of buffalo 
were feeding on a high table land 
three or four miles east of the canip. 
The camp .-crier was soon abroad, 
shouting out the news, and the war- 
riors, aroused from their sleep, came 
tumbling out of tha lodges in haste 
for their horses. 
One of the strictest 


rules for the government of the people 
was that regarding the buffalo hunt- 
ing. 
Thinking life was dependent on 


a supply of these animals, which were 
their food, clothing and shelter, a 
hunter might go by hBnself to hunt- 
deer, elk or other small game, but 
when buffalo was discovered no one 
was allowed to hunt them alone, nn- 
der penalty of confiscation and de- 
struction of his property, and even 
death. Sharp lookouts were always 
watching for a herd,-a»d-when- one 
was seen the camp crier spread the 
news. The hunters assembled at tha 
chief's lodge, and when all were ready 
they started ont together, under the 
leadership of some chief, and thus 
had an equal chance. 


It was not half an hour after the 


alarm had been given before the war- 
riors, mounted on their fleet ponies, 
were assembled about us. 
Saddles 


had been discarded, &nd even cloth- 
ing, many of the men wearing only 
the breechclout and moccasins. Most 
of them were armed with rifles, but 
some cii-visd bc-wf, aad arrows, which 
at close quarters were almost as rapid 
and effective as gnus. It was a grand 
.sight to see these lithe and sinewy 
men move off at the signal of their 
lender. The impatient horses strained 
at their bits aud curvetted from side 
to side, and their riders, erect and 
graceful, sat them as if ho'rses and 
riders were one. So sooner were the 
men gone than the wotuetr began to 
string out after them, mounted on 
their gentler ponies, and boys went 
with them driving strings of pack ani- 
mals which were to bring bask the 
meat and hides. By this time the 
chief's wives had prepared .our morn- 
ing meal, and after eating I borrowed 
a horse from the old chief and rode 
out toward the scene of the hunt. ^ I 
was much too late to join in the chase. 
By the time I reached the plateau on 
which the buffalo had been discovered, 
the herd had been run and the sur- 
vivors were gone, but the sagebush 
plain was thickly dotted with the huge 
forms of the slain to the number of 
several hundred, aud now the hunters, 
the women and the boys were busy 
skinning them aud cutting up the 
meat. 
Here and there a couple of 


men were quarreliug-over the owner- 
ship of a fat cow, which both claimed 
to have shot. 
But these disputes were 


seldom serious, and generally ended 
in a division of the meat. In the old 
days, when the bow and arrow was 
he only weapon used these quarrels 
leldom'occurred, for »ach Indian had 
t mark on his shafts._ 


Many of the hunters, having pointed 


rat to their women the animals they 
had killed, How began to rid« slowly 
toward home.. They had done then- 
share of the work. .They were very 
jappy over their success, and nearly 
every one who passed called out that 
lie would send « tongue over to the 
ahief's lodge for me. Not a little in- 
terested in watching the women out 
up the buffalo, Although I had seen 
them at such work m«ny times, I rode 
out along the line of chase, which ex- 
tended several miles. 
The women 


were in very good humor, too, that 
morning, and laughed and joked with 
each other while they worked. 
There 


is nothing so conducive to content- 
ment as R goodly store of provisions- 
As I rode among them they turned 
their witticisms on me, and I cannot 
say that I got the better of these en- 
counters. 
While I was joking with them we 


were •tavtled by hearing h«avy firing 


looking tow.«id tna «nd 


f the liaa ol *h» chase, we «*w a Urg» j 
arty of yelling horeeia«u swooping.' 
own on the scattered groups of wo-| 


men and men. They were firing their 
•ana rapidly, and already had killed j 
ieveral of oar people. By tlii* time; 
•cry few of our men remained on th* 
grounds, most of them having r«- 
urned to camp; but what few were 
eft instantly mounted their horse* 
iud rode swiftly toward the caemy,. 
and I went with there. When the 
enemy h*d firsi 'jeen discovered, as 
hey rode up over the edge of _ the 
>latean, the women had instinctively 
•uahed to the men for protection, but 
some had already been cat off and were 
killed and scalped. The sarvjvora 
now formed five different groups, each 
one protected by from three to seven 
Ir eight men, who were firing rapidly 
at the circling enemy. And as for the 
enemy, they seemed" to be everywhere 
at onee, wheeling, circling on their 
fleet horses, never bunching, and pre- 
senting a difficult mark. They were 
Sioux, and decked out in the full war 
costume peculiar to them. There were 
a dozen of us hastening to the defence 
of those beyond, and as we drew near j 
the Sioux circled ont and made for the 
women we had left behind, who were ; 
shrieking and chattering with fear. 
We turned then and beaded them off, 
killing two of their number, and they 
shot a man who was riding by my 
aide. The poor fellow threw up his 
hands and tumbled off his horse stone 
dead. AH this time we were being 
reinforced by men from the different 
groups, and "soon there were twenty- 
three of us, charging and checking 
every move ot the Sioux, who num- 
bered forty-one, including the two we 
had killed. They were good fighters, 
but our people were better, for they 
were fighting with desperation for 
their women and children. 
As they, 


drew away from our pursuitowe deterj 
mined to let them RO, and turned back* 
toward the women, thinking the fight 
was over. In the meantime the Sioux 
had stopped and evidently held a 
conncil, for suddenly they started to- 
ward ns again, spreading out like a 
fan, so as to attack the whole length 
of our line. We scattered, too, and 
with three other* I hastened toward 
the women at the point from which I 
had at first started. And now all along 
began a general fusillade. Oar men 
had' all dismounted here and there 
among the women, and their shots be- 
gan to tell, for every minute or two a 
Sioux, and sometimes both, horse and 
rider, would fall among the sagebush. 
Their shooting even from the backs of 
their flying horses was not without 
effect, for they killed two more women 
and wounded a man. But now rein- 
forcements began to come ia sight, for 
gome of onr hunters, who were riding 
.leisurely home, had heard the shoot- 
ing and returned to see what was up. 
As soon as the enemy saw :them com- 
ing they ceased firing at ns aud started 
off to the south as fast as they could 
go, pursued by some of the men who 
had been protecting the women; and 
"all of the newcpmtsft;'fiftjr-foirrlRl'toldV 


TVe now had time to count up our 


losses, which we found to be two men, 
seven women and one boy killed, and 
three men, .eight women and four boys 
and girls wounded. 
Of the enemy 


we had killed seven and seriously 
wounded one, who was quickly des- 
patched. 
Three of our party who 


were killed lost their scalps, and we, 
of course, took eight. 
It did not take 


me long to hasten back to camp and 
tell what had befallen us, and then 
what excitement there was! 
Men ex- 


citedly rushed for their arms and 
horses and hastened away. 
.Women 


cried and wailed and surrounded me, 
begging to know who had been killed. 
I could not, of course, give the names 
of the women, but. when I told who 
the-men were their relatives in the^ 
crowd hastened away, sobbing out 
their names, to prepare for their bur- 
ial. 
In an hour or two the dead-as d 


wounded were brought in, and the 
sound of mourning was heard on 
every hand,, and mingled with it one 
conld hear the relatives of those who 
had killed an enemy calling out their 
names and praising their courage and 
success. 
About sundown the pursu- 


ing party returned, having had a run- 
ning fight with the Sioux for miles. 
They had killed two more of them, 
but had finally given up tha chase, as 
the enemy had better horses. 


Archie and I put in a sleepless 


night, for the mourning was kept up 
without intermission. 
Even in our 


lodge there was sorrow and gloom, for 
one of the chief's wives had lost a 
brother. 
We both were depressed by 


the calamity which had befallen the 
people. 
Early in the morning the 


dead, carefully wrapped and bound in 
blankets and robes, were carried on 
travois to a grove of cottonwoods up 
the stream, and then placed on plat- 
forms lashed to tho branches, for their 
eternal sleep. 
Beneath the aerial 


graves of the men horses were killed 
that they might not go afoot to the 
sandhills, and 
by their sides or j 


wrapped up with them were their 
weapons and war clothes. 
Mission- 


aries and others have made such an 
outcry against this practice that the 
Government long ago forbade it. 


The next afternoon: the scalp dance 


took place. 
Those who had lost rela- 


tives painted their faces black, the 
women cutting off their hair and scari- 
fying their arms and ankles. They 
carried the scalps of the enemy sus- 
pended from sticks, and went about 
through the camp, stopping here and 
there to dance aud sing the plaintive 
scalp song. 
Few white persona have 


any taste for Indian music, yet some 
of our greatest musicians have pro- 
nounced it purely classical in con 
strnction. 
One could clearly per 


ceive in this scalp song the dominant 
theme of sorrow for the dead kindred, 
and a minor one of joy that they ha<< 
been 
avenged.'' Afterward 
these 


scalps were handed over to the war- 
riors, and they in turn danced with 
them; b*t their aoug was one of exul- 
tant Tictory.—New "VOT!C Snn.
